DECLARED LEGAL

The supreme court of the state of
Oregon this week handed down a
deciston favorable to the Nyssa-
Areadin Drainage district and eon-
firmed the legality of the organiza-
tion of the distriet. Thin clears up
all doubt as to the logal standing of
the distriet and ends for all time
any doubt that may have existed as
to the right of the distriet to go
ahead with the work for which It
wan organized.

The decislon wnas the result of
a friendly sult brought to test the
validity of the organization of the
distriet, which was appealed by
plaintiffs from the eireuit court for
Muplheur county.

The decision of the suprema court
wiis recelved wi'th satisfaction by
